LEGEND  OF  HOLLY  SPRINGS.' 

Holly  Springs,  Miss.,  a  place  now  be 
ginning  lo  figure  somewhat  in  the  affairs 
of  the  Great  Rebellion,  derives  its  name 
from  a  legend  that,  existed  aroon^  the 
Chickasaw  Indians,  who  once  inhabited 
that  region.  I  gathered  the  legend  while 
making  a  short  sojourn  in  that  part  of 
Mississippi  some  years  ago. 

Mauy  years  ago  a  mighty  Indian  chief 
by  the  name  of  Sheka,  dwelt  on  the 
grounds  whore  now  stands  the  above 
rlamed  city.  He  had  a  daughter  whose 
name  was  Coila — she  was  nimble  as  a 
fawn,  graceful  as  a  fairy,  and  beautiful  as 
the  morning. 

Coila  was  the  pride  of  the  nation;  idol¬ 
ized  by  her  father,  the  chieftain — more 
than  idolized  by  the  young  braves,  and 
loved  by  all  who  knew  her.

The  French  Navy — Probable  Designs  of 
L:Oui3  Napoleon,  &c. 

Washington,  January  14,  1863. 

The  Navy  of  France  is  described  by  a 
distinguished  engineer  as  the  most  power¬ 
ful  and  well  appointed  in  the  world,  and 
an  English  paper  remarks  that  if  this  en¬ 
tire  navy  should  at  once  occupy  our  prin¬ 
cipal  ports  and  harbors  it  would  not  at  all 
disturb  our  self-complacency,  nor  create 
the  least  distrust  on  ouf'partof  the  friend¬ 
ly  diposition  of  the  French  Emperor. — 
French  troops  have  taken  possession  of 
Matamoras,  where  they  seem  ready  to  step 
across  the  boundary  and  occupy  Browns¬ 
ville.  French  vessels  of  war  have  taken 
possession  of  the  port  of  Guaymas,  which 
was  once  so  much  coveted  by  the  United 
States.  A  French  army  on  our  southern 
border  aud  a  French  navy  in  what  Ameri¬ 
can  gasconade  term  the  “American  Lake” 
would  se‘em  to  afford  every  convenience 
for  Louis  Napoleon  for  an  interference  in 
our  affairs. 

It  would  seem  quite  certain  that  be  wi  l 
not  withdraw  his  army  from  Mexico  till 
he  lias  possessed  himself  permanently  of 
the  rich  States  of  Sonora  and  CJinaloa,  up¬ 
on  which  he  has  a  claim  founded  upon 
grants  made  by  Mexico  to  a  French  citi¬ 
zen,  M.  Teeken.

A  Philadelphia  journal  sums  up  the 
aggregate  of  battles,  skirmishes,  ike.,  and 
naval  engagements  during  the  past  year, 
as  follows:  Skirmishes,  310;  battles,  228; 
naval  engagements,  81.  A  grand  total  of 
610.  The  New  York  Commercial  saya: 

Our  tables  of  engagements  during  the 
year  1862  give  an  aggregate  rebel  loss  of 
6,094  killed,  17,671  wounded.  29.822 
prisoners.  Added  to  this  is  42,822  re- 
portedlosses  in  killed,  wounded  and  pr’s- 
oners,  which  makes  a  grand  total  of  96,- 
409.  The  aggregate  Federal  loss  during 
the  same  period  is  12,408  killed,  55,420 
wounded,  and  38,221  prisoners.  Added 
to  this  is  770’  reported  losses  in  killed, 
wounded  and  prisoners,  making  a  grand 
total  of  106,810. 

It  must  be  remembered,  however,  that 
these  are  by  uo  means  official  figures — in¬ 
deed,  there  are  very  few,  comparatively, 
official  reports  of  losses.

The  Difference  Between  an  Indian  and 
Ne^ro  Massacre. 

The  country  generally  applauds  the  ac¬ 
tion  of  President  Lincoln  in  ordering  the  j 
hanging  of  thirty-seven  Indians,  in  Min¬ 
nesota,  for  the  murdering  of  men,  women 
and  children  in  the  recent  Indian  insur¬ 
rection  in  that  State.  It  was,  without 
doubt,  a  righteous  act.  It  is,  however, 
somewhat  in  contrast  with  his  proclama¬ 
tion,  which  virtually  calls  upon  three  mil¬ 
lions  of  barbarous  negro  slaves  to  rise  in 
insurrection — an  insurrection  which  the 
President  must  know  would  necessarily 
be  attended  with  the  murder  and  ravish¬ 
ing  of  helpless  women,  and  the  slaughter 
of  unoffending  children.  He  commands 
the  army  and  navy  of  the  United  States 
to  interpose  no  obstacle  to  any  means  the 
negroes  may  adopt  to  assert  their  freedom. 
Can  it  be  that  the  President’s  code  of 
morals  regards  that  as  a  crime  worthy  of 
the  gallows,  if  done  by  the  Indians,  which 
is  a  virtue  worthy  his  approbation  if  done 
by  the  negro?  Such  morals  look  decided¬ 
ly  woolly,  and  area  few  shades  too  dark 
for  our  comprehension.  They  smack  of 
Boston  philanthropy.  Strange  infatua¬ 
tion!  Nigger  on  the  brain  is  a  fatal  epi¬ 
demic,  whether  its  effects  be  manifested 
through  the  heart  or  upon  the  constitu¬ 
tion.

Trouble  in  Military  Circle®. 

Nxw  York.  January  24. — The  Ex¬ 
press  says  on  Wednesday  last,  General 
Wool  issued  orders  to  the  several  com¬ 
manding  officers  of  the  regiments  form¬ 
ing  the  whole  militia  in  the  State  to  re¬ 
port  to  him  the  number  in  each  corps 
ieady  for  duty,  with  other  particulars 
relative  to  their  efficiency,  and  the  arms 
iU  their  possession.  The  orders  were 
quietly  served  on  these  officers,  and  the 
commandants  of  the  regiments  of  the 
Second  Division  responded  by  presenting 
their  reports  to  General  Wool.  It  is  un¬ 
derstood  that  General  Wool  informed 
them  that  he  was  empowered  by  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Government  to  perform  this  duty. — 
Some  of  the  regiments  of  the  First  Di¬ 
vision  reported  to  General  Wool,  but  oth¬ 
ers  boldly  refused  to  do  so,  on  the  ground 
that  Governor  Seymour  was  legally  the 
commander  of  the  forces  of  the  State. 

Yesterday  General  Hall  first  heard  of 
the  movement  of  General  Wool.  He 
immediately  proceeded  to  the  headquar¬ 
ters  of  the  Commander  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  East,  and  had  a  lengthy  in¬ 
terview  with  General  Wool,  during  which 
he  entered  a  vigorous  pretest  in  behalf  of 
the  State  forces  against  the  order  of  the 
General  requiring  them  to  report  to  him. 
This  new  movement  has  created  great  ex¬ 
citement  in  military  circles,  and  the  pre¬ 
vailing  opinion  respecting  it  is  that  it 
embodies  the  design  of  the  National  Ad¬ 
ministration  to  place  the  militia  under 
their  control.

Kentucky  Legislature. 
Frankfort,  Ky.,  Jan.  24,  1863. 

To  the  Editor  of  the  Enquirer: 

Mr.  Grover,  in  the  Senate,  advocated 
some  resolutions  he  had  introduced, 
which  denounced  the  Proolamation,  the 
Confiscation  Act,  and  the  conduct  of  the 
Union  army  in  Kentucky  in  stealing  ne¬ 
groes,  and  the  destruction  of  property 
generally. 

Colonel  Whittaker  spoke  in  opposition 
to  the  resolutions,  without  any  of  these 
allegations,  but  said  they  will  be  calcula¬ 
ted  to  scatter  fire-brands  abroad  at  this 
particular  time;  that  Kentucky  ought  to 
stand  to  the  Union,  and  go  ahead  in  sup¬ 
port  of  the  President. 

Mr.  Thornton  F.  Marshall  made  a  bold 
and  manly  speech  in  favor  of  the  resolu¬ 
tions,  and  spoke  for  Kentucky  coming 
square  out  and  refusing  to  furnish  anoth¬ 
er  man  or  dollar  to  the  war  so  long  as  it 
was  pushed  under  the  Abolition  pro¬ 
gramme. 

Mr.  Prall  poured  forth  the  vial  of  his 
wrath  on  the  rebel  Confederates,  and  op 
posed  any  censure  on  the  Government.

Had  not  the 
Potomac  boen  in  their  rear,  we  should 
have  heard  of  thousands  of  desertions, 
from  the  simple  fact  that  the  itren  have 
been  unable  to  send  money  to  tbeir  fami¬ 
lies  at  home.  The  prospect  of  move¬ 
ments  ra?*y  possibly"  dispel  all  discontent 
and  despondency;  but  certainty  General 
Burnside  is  the  most  courageous  of  men 
to  lead  the  army  against' the  enemy  in  its 
present  condition.

We  thought 
we  gave  the  facts  in  the  case,  as  we  had 
them  from  one  of  the  principal  actors  in 
the  scene.  The  publio  has  heard  orie 
side,  and  now,  to  be  compatible  with  the 
above  determination,  we  have  to  give  the 
other  aido  of  the  tjdestion.  We  have'  re¬ 
ceived  a  letter,  which  we  publish  below, 
wherein  is  oontained,  in  impressive  dic¬ 
tion,  (ho  defense  of  the  others  concerned 
in  the  adventure.  We  received  this  pre¬ 
cious  document  through  the  post-office, 
and  give  it  to  our  readers.  Its  lofty  style 
of  composition  we  recorttmiend  to  all  to 
emulate.  It  reminds  us  of  Ossian  in  its 
brief  sentences,  and  Pindar  in  its  descrip¬ 
tive  qualities.  Such  a  composition  is 
well  worthy  to  be  inscribed  in  the  big  toe 
of  the  Egyptian  Sphinx,  to  perpetutc  the 
name  of  the  writer.  We  know  not  how 
to  eulogize  such  a  pro’dutctio'n  in  befiitia’g 
words,  but  hasten  to  give  it  to  our  readers, 
satisfied  that  it  will  strike’  a  chord  On  the 
strings  of  their  gizzards  that  will  osc'il- 
hte  through  afll  existence.

went  as  mery  as  yon  pleas,  when  they 
arrived  to  the  little  village,  p.  wanted  all 
to  sing  a  song, — but  they  object,  they 
went  on  to  the  dead  fall — rode  in  the  back 
yard— ' -hitch  their  stock — went  in  and  P. 
called  for  some  Whiskey.  a  pint  was 
drawed— *Pos  took  the  bottle — dreaned  it, 
and  sliterd  his  friends,  another  pint  was 
demanded,  and  tt  was  imedealeley  drawed; 
Pas  took  about  half  of  it,  and  gave  his

to  recover,  but  Pos  fell  full  length  on  his^ 
back,  he  then  arosed  with  the  drunkin 
heacups.  they  had  his  mule  about  50 
yds  off.  Pos  cam©  without  his  hat — but 
he  got  it  from  one  of  the  party  who  rode 
along  by  him  <fc  helt  poor  Pos  on.  Pos 
rode  about  a  mile,  poor  Pos  had  to  dis¬ 
mount— *one  of  the  party  got  down  to  his 
assistance,  and  belt  him  as  well  as  he 
oould;  but  every  side  of  the  road  was  his, 
ask  him  what  was  the  matter,  he  would 
say,  “I  ana  walking  this  waggon  track.”

education.  Upon  ibis*  subject,  bow*ver. 
as  upon  others  ia'roiueed,  we  m«8t  nec¬ 
essarily  confine  ourself  within  a  limit  ex¬ 
tending  but  a  1  i rile  beyond  a  mare  enu¬ 
meration  of  the  studies  to  be  embraced. 

The  Sciences  have  been  usually  classed 
as  Xattii'ul  and  Moral — the  former  inclu¬ 
ding  all  those  sciences  which  treat  of  the 
matter  and  laws  of  the  physical  universe; 
and  the  latter,  ttvo-e  which  treat  of  mind 
and  the  various  laws  of  the  same,  together 
with  the  affections,  emotions,  and  so  forth, 
r.f  man's  inward  nature.  These  general 
classes  are  each  again  divided  into  many 
minor  subdivisions. 

Language,  in  point  of  importance, 
stands  pre-eminent.  It  is  God’s  gift  to 
man.  Without  it,  either  written  or  oral , 
no  definite  intercommunication  between 
man  and  man  could  be  conceived  of.  It 
is  the  vehicle  of  thought.  It  is  by  it,  in¬ 
deed,  as  one  has  said,  that  we  even 'think 
— that  in  meditation  the  word  originates 
the  idea.  Its  value  cannot  be  apprecia¬ 
ted.  It  should,  therefore,  be  early  and 
strictly  attended  to,  by  every  student,' as 
to  its  orthography,  its  etymology  or  bis-  | 
tory,  and  the  established  rules  for  govern¬ 
ing  its  use;  and,  especially,  the  common 
signification  attached  to  words  and  phra¬ 
ses.  For  language  every  one  will  4and 
must  use,  either  correctly  or  incorrectly. 
§3ut  in  this  day  of  science  and  literature 
— of  books  and  schools,  as  well  as  means 
— there  is  not  much  excuse  for  such  blun¬ 
ders  a3  we  but  too  often  witness  in  the 
use  of  language.  There  are  those,  how¬ 
ever,  even  now,  who  are  ready  to  ridicule 
precision.  They  style  it  affectation.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  this  notion,  the  wisest  and  best 
men  on  earth  have  practiced  affectation 
all  the  day 3  of  their  literary  life.  Not 
only  so,  but  men  Lave  labored  to  but  lit 
tie  advantage  in  this  department  of  learn¬ 
ing,  if  it  is  now  to  be  rejected.  But  the 
fact  is,  it  is  the  disposition  of  some  per¬ 
sons  to  despise  in  others  what  they  are 
either  too  indolent  or  too  mean  to  have 
themselves.  Such  are  not  to  be  regard¬ 
ed.  Accuracy  and  elegance  in  the  use 
of  language  make  up  an  accomplishment 
which  every  one  should  desire  to  possess. 
This  applies  particularly  with  regard  to 
our  own  language.  For,  although  the 
dead  languages — the  Hebrew,  Greek,  and 
Latin — have  their  place  and  their  impor¬ 
tance,  and  many  modern  languages  also 
afford®!  heir  respective  advantages,  and 
should,  therefore,  ba  studied,  both  the 
ancient  an  1  modern,  when  circumstances 
will  allow  (though  they  are  not  indispen¬ 
sable  to  a  good  education);  yet  the  Eng¬ 
lish  language  should  by  ail  means  be 
mastered  by  every  one  who  expects  to 
make  eveu  a  respectable  show  for  learn¬ 
ing,  in  the  society  of  the  educated.  And 
ret  how  many  sciolists — I  might  as  well 
say 'nilfbling  critics — who  make  considera¬ 
ble  precessions  to  learning,  while  they  are 
over  and  anon  betraying  unpardonable 
ignorance  of  their  own  mother  tongue! — 
This,  in  one  who  has  so  much  to  say  of 
*'the  classics is  simply  ridiculous.  To 
avoid  this,  let  students  be  thoroughly  in¬ 
structed  in  the  use  and  application  of  our 
own  language*  whatever  else  they  may  or 
may  not  learn. 

History  should  by  no  means  be  neglect¬ 
ed.  This  gives  us  an  account  of  men 
and  things  in  past  ages,  which  is  impor¬ 
tant  to  the  improvement  of  the -present, 
with  a  view  to  the  good  of  the  future. — 
From  its  faithful  record,  wo  see  the  ten¬ 
dency  of  certain  principles,  whether  to 
gobd  or  evil.  If  to  good,  they  mav  still  | 
be  adopted;  if  evil,  they  should  be  avoid-  j 
ed.  And  while  we  attend  to  the  history  ; 
of  tli epast,  the  state  of  the  world  at  pres¬ 
ent  should  by  no  moans  be  neglected,  as 
is  too  often  the  case.
